the latter yelled back "Fire and he 
d", and so they went till both 
reached home when the laugh went on 
both. 
Old Darley was a queer old York 
shire man. 
He had a theory that this 
world was a living being; that the

The purchasing money for 
the lot and structure 
was 
derived 
from the sale of $50,000 bonds, which 
the citizen

Seabreeze-Da- y 
tona 
Beach 
distinct 
voted 
in 
1915. 
The 
sale of the bonds netted more than 
six per cent interest making a total 
of approximately 
$53,000 which is be- 
ing used for entire institution. 
Te building 
when 
finished 
will 
contain ten large, regular class rooms, 
several special class, recitation rooms, 
store rooms, offices, an auditorium 
to 
seat 600, a gymnasium, 
and other ap- 
purtenances of amodern school build- 
ing.The contract for the reinforced 
con- 
crete work was sublet by C. T. 
Daw-kin- s 
to the Florida Schubb Concrete 
Construction 
company, 
also of Jack-
